to his Maieſties Letters Patents there- 
of ynder the great Scalc of 
England, 
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Grace of God, King of 
Great Brittaine, France 
and Ireland, defender 
of the Faith, &c. To 
the Treaſurer and Ba- 
&, j| rons of our Exche- 
AN quer, and to all our 
ot Cuſtomers, CCollcors 
of Cuſtomes and Sub- 
ſidies, Comptrollers, 
and Surueyors, Sear- 
chers, Waiters, Offi- 
cers and Miniſters, in any our Port, Hauen,or Crecke with- 
in this our Realme of England for the time being, and to 
cuery ofthem : And toall other our louing Subiccts, Gree- 
ting. Whereas, by an Act of Parliament made inthe firſt 
yeere of our Raigne, there is amongſt other things gran- 
ted vnto vs a Sublidie called Poundage, that is to ſay, of all 
mannerof goods and Marchandizes, of euery Marchant, 
Denizon, and Alien whatſocuerhe be, carried or to be car- 
ried out of this our Realme of Enzland, or brought,or to be 
brought intothe fame,by way of Marchandize of the value 
of euery twentic ſhillings of the ſame goods and Marchan- 
dizes twelue pence, and foafter the rate, except all manner 
of- woolien cloth made or wrought, or that fhall be made or 


wrought withia this our Realme, or by cuery or any Mar- 
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catried out of this our faid Realme, And all nianner of 
woolles, wooll-felles, and hides, and backes of leather, alſo 
carried or to be carried outof this our Realme. And all 
Wines, andall manner of freſh fiſh, and Beſtiall comming, 
or that is,or ſhall come into this our Realme: as in the ſame 
A@amonegſt other things at large is contained. And where- 
as our late deare Siſter Queene Marr, hauing the like 
Poundage or Subfidie graunted vnto herby a Statute made 
in the firſt yeere of her Raigne, and confidering that the 
ſame Poundage or Subſidic was graunted ynto her for the 
defence of herRealme, and the ſafegard of her Seas for in- 
tercourſe of Marchandizes ſafely to come in, and paſſe out 
of the ſame. And therefore thinking it expedient that ſhe 
ſhould be duely anſwered thereof, towards the mainte- 
nance of her {aid charges, did therefore cauſe the pricesand 
values of diuers goods and Marchandizes liabte to the pai- 
ment of the ſaid Subfidie or Poundage, tobe inquired and 
examined, and did after cauſe the ſaid goods and Marchan- 
dizes, with their values and prices to be entred and expreſ- 
ſed ina Booke, ſcaled with the great Seale of Eneland, and 
Signed with the hand of our ſaid Siſter, and remaining in 
our Court of Exchequer, According to which Booke, the 
prices and values of Marchandizes, brought into this 
Realme, and carried forth of the fame, haue ſithence the 
making of the ſaid Booke been taken and eſteemed, and the 
Poundage or Subſidie thereof paiedand anſwered vnto our 
faid deare Siſter Queene M axy, and to our late deare Sj- 
ſter Queene Errzazzrtu, and to vs accordingly. And 
whereas we arccredibly giuen to vnderſtand, that diuers of 
the Goods, Wares, Marchandizes and Commodities va- 
lued and priced in the faid Booke, are therein valued and 
priced at vnder values to our greatlofleand hindrance: and 
that divers of the ſaid Goods, Marchandizes and Commo. 
dities,areratedat too high and deere a rate, to the great pre- 
mdiceand burthen of the ſaid Marchants, as-well Subiz&s 
as Strangers, And that diuers Goods, Wares, and Mat- 
chandizes,, 
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xhant, Denizon, and not borne Alien, carried or to be * 
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chandizes, both of thoſe that are bronght into this Realme, 
and of thoſe that are tranſported and carried forth of the 
ſfame.are not at all yalued, priced or mentioned in the ſaid 
Booke : whereby the ſaid Subſtdie or Poundage, hath hi 
therto been rated onely by the othes of them to whom 
the ſaid Goods, Wares, and Marchandizes did belong, 
We let you wit, that for reformation thereof, and to the intent 
thatall and fingular ſuch Goods, Wares, Marchandizes and 
Commodities as atany time hereafter ſhall be brought in- 
to this our Realme, or tranſported and carried forth of the 
ſame, ſhall and may, both for the true anſwering vnto vs of 
the ſaid Subſidie or Poundage, according to the true intent 
ofthe ſaid Statute, and forthe caſe of the ſaid Marchants, be 
reaſonably and indifferently rated and valued : We haue of 
late by our Commiſſion vnder our great Seale of England, 
caufed inquirie and examination to be made, whar reaſo- 
nable and indifferent values and prices, may, andought, ac- 
cording to the true meaning of the ſaid Statute, be rated 
and ſet ypon all and euery the ſatd Goods, Wares and Mar- 
chandizes, for the true anſwering vnto vs of ſuch Poundage 
and Subſidie,as by the faid Starure, isand ought to be 1 uſtly 
and truely paied vnto vs: and according to ſuch reportand 
certificate as onr Commiſſtoners in that behalfe aſſigned 
haue made vnto vs : We haue cauſed all the Goods and 
Marchandizes chargeable, to and with the faid Subſidie, 
being either brought in, ortranſported out of this Realme, 
together with the ſcuerall kindes , _ , numbers, 
waights, meaſures andcontents of the fame, andthe values, 
prices and rates thereof, found and certified to be reafonable 
and indifferent forthe purpoſe aforeſaid, by our Commil- 
fioners inthis behalfe affigned, tobe particularly entred and 
expreſſed inthis preſent Booke,containing in leaues written 
on both ſides, thirteand ſenen, tothe intent we may be juſt- 
ly anſwered of the ſaid Subſidies or Ponndage, accorcing 
to the tenor of the A of Parkament afore mentioned. 
And whereas allo our faidlate deare Siſter, Queene M xx, 
finding the Cuſtome and Subſidie of Woolles, being in 
A3 yearcly 
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yearely Reuenre very great to diuers her noble Progeni- 
tors, to be greatly decayed, becauſe that leſſe Wooll was 
ſhipped and carried forth of the Realme, and much more 
Wool! madc into Clothes, and carried:out of the ſame in 
Cloth, by way of Marchandize, then before inthe time of 
her Progenitors had been vied. And minding in reaſonable 
ſort to maintaine the Cuſtomes, being the moſt auncient 
and certaine Reuenne of her Crowne, did vpon deliberate 
conſideration, in recompence of partof the ſaid great loſe, 
by aduice of her Counſell, aſſeſſe vpon Clothes carried out 
of this Realme by way of Marchandize, a certaine rate for 
-the Cuſtome and Subſidic of chem,as ina particular declara- 
tion thereof, entred inthe endofthe ſaid Booke,and ſigned 
with our ſaid Siſter Queene Max1zs hand, was, andis at 
large contained. Ye giae you further to vnderſtand, that by 
aduice of our ſaid Commiſſtoners whom we aſſigned allo 
to conſider of our ſeruice in this behalfe : We haue cauſed 
the Rates aſſeſſed by our ſaid Sifter Queene M ax, for the 
Cuſtome and Subſidie of Clothes to be entred and expref- 
ſed in the end of this Booke : together with a declaration af- 
ter what rate the ſeuerall kindes of Clothes therein expreſ- 
ſed, haue beenand ſhall be charged with Cuſtome and Sub- 
fidic, according to the Rate afleſſed by our ſaid late Siſter 
Queene M axr, and continued by our ſaid late deare Siſter 
Queene Er1izazzrn; which we doe hereby ratific, ap- 
prooue, and allow to haue continuance. Wherefore our 
pleaſureand commaundementjis, that all our Cuſtomers or 
ColleQors of Cuſtomes or Subſidies within any Port, Ha- 
uen, or Crecke, of this our Realme of Ez2lan, and domt- 
nion of Wales, for the time being, ſhall from and immcdt- 
atly after notice to them giuen of this our pleaſure, leuie 
and take vp to our vie the ſaid Subſidie or Poundage of 
twclue pence ypon the pound,and our Cuſtome and Subſt- 
die forthe Clothes, Kerfeys,and other Draperies,according 
to the prices, values, and rates, mentioned and expreſſed in 
this Booke,and not otherwiſe,asthey and cuery ofthem will 
an{were vato vs for the contrarie at their perils, Willing fur- 
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ther and commaunding the Treaſurer anf{ Barons of our 
Exchequer, and the Comptrollers and Surueyours torthe 
time being, within any our Hauen, Port, or Creeke of this 
our Realme,and cuery ofthem to charge the ſaid Collectors 
and Cuſtomers, and euery of them to ſee vs duely anſwered 
of the Cuſtomes and Subſidies aforeſaid, according to the 
yalues, prices, and rates mentioned in this Booke, and none 
otherwiſe. Prouided alwaies, and our will is, thatif at any 
time hereafter it ſhall plainely appeare vnto our Treaſurer 
and Barons of our ſaid Court for the time being, that the 
Rate,value,kinde,name,length, or comtent of any Wares or 
Marchandizes mentioned in this Booke, be mi{written or 
miſtaken in the ſaid Booke, contrarieto-the trueth and our 
very meaning; thenthey may and ſhall reforme the ſame ac- 
cording to the truth and true meaning by vertue hereof. 
And ro the intent this order may take due execution tho- 
rowout this our Realme of Ene{zndand dominion of Wales: 
We will that the Treaſurer and Barons of our ſaid Courr, 
ſhall cauſe to be delinered to the Cuſtomer or ColleQor, 
Comptroller and Surueior of eyery our Port, Hauen or 
Creeke within this our Realme-of En2/and, and dominion 
of Wales, aperfe&t duplicament or exemplification of this 
Booke vnder our Seale of Exchequer, to remaine in the ſe- 
uerall Cuſtome-houſes with our Officers there for the time 
being,thereby to leuie and anſiwereto vs the ſaid Cuſtomes 
and Subſidies accordingly. And thefefſhall be tothem and 
euery of them a ſufficient warrant and diſcharge in that be- 
halfe. Yeouen vnder our ſigne Manuell at our Manor of 
White-hall, the ſixe and twentith day of Nouember, in the 
yeare of our Raigne of Great Brittaine, France and Ireland,

To onr right truftie and 
right welbelouned Coſin 
and Conncellor, Rozzxr 
Earle of Salisburic, our 
High Treaſurer of Eng- 
land: Greeting. It is welt 
knowne unto all men of 
iudgement and under- 
ſtanding, that the care impoſed vpon Princes, to prouiae for the ſa- 
fetie and welfare of their Subiects,ts accompanied with ſo great and 
heauie a charge, as all the circumances belonging thereunto, can 
hardly fall under the conceite of any other ,then of thoſe who are ac- 
quainted with the carriage of publike affaires. And therefore this 
ſpeciall power and prerogatiue (among many others) hath both 
by men of vnderftanding in all ages, and by the Lawes of all Na- 
trons, been yeelded and acknowledged to be proper and inherent in 
the perſons of Princes,that they may according 10 their ſeueral! 9c- 
caſrons,vaiſeto themſelues ſuch fit and competent meanes, by leauy- 
ing of Cuttomes and Impoſitions upon Marchandizes tranſported 
out of their Kingdomes,or brought into their dominions, either by 
the ſubietts borne under their alleazeance, or by ſtrangers reſorting 


within their territories, or abiding vnder their protetiion, as to 
their 


their wiſaomes and diſcretions may ſeeme connenient (without pre- 
indice of trade and Commerce) ſufficiently to ſupplie and ſu#aine 
the great charge, and expence, incident unto them in the mainte- 
nance of their Crownes and diznities, Sowe at this time out of 
714ny init aud waighty conſiderations, as well fer the exonerating 
of oe Crowne of diners init and due debts : as for the ſupply of mas- 
zy other onr vrgent and important occaſions nowne to Vs and our 
Conncell,cnd now particularly for the ſeruice of Ireland, where we | 
hate ſent good numbers of Horſe and foote for ſuppreſiing a late re- 
bellion, hane been forced to reſort to ſome (uch courſe of raiſing pro- 
fit pon Marchandizes paſing outwards and inwards, as in for- 
mer times hath beer vſuall,not only by our Progenitors, Kings and 
Princes ofthis Realme, but alſo often in pradtiſe among other Na- 
tions,as may plainely appeare both by preſidents of former and aun- 
cient times remaining Vpon recorde ; and likewiſe by example of 1he 
moderne poltcie of our neighbour Princes is apparant tothe world, 
Ard althouzh we hane reſolued to lay ſome kinde of Impoſitions 
both wpon certaine forraigne Marchanajzes brought into this our 
Realme,and alſo vpon diners natine commodities and cMarchan- 
dizes of this our Kingdome , yetto the intent it may appeare what 
care we hauein all things of this nature 10 auoide the leait inconnue- 
niepce or grienauce that may ariſe to our people + we hane n0t onely 
airected diners of our Councell,to con ferre with the principall Mar- 
chants ef our Kingdome, for the orderly laying ef the ſaid Impoſi- 
tions, but hanealſo giuen ſpecial charge in the laying of the ſame, 
to forbeare and exempt all ſuch Marchandizes Inwards, and Ont- 
wards, as are either requiſite for the foede and ſutenance of our 
people, or which concerne matter of Munition, neceffarie for the 
defence of our Realmes and dominions, or any other Marchandizes 
or materials fit aad proper for the maintenance and enlargement of 
trade and Nauigation - neither hae we ſet vpon any of thoſe Mar- 
chandizes,wherewith we hane dealt any ſuch rates,as may gine iuit 
cauſe to Marchants to raiſe the price of any Commaaitie fit for the 
wſe of the poore, but contrarily we haue brouzht downe diners Im- 
poſitions formerly laide , and generally come farre ſhort of ſach 
#axations, as by our Progenitors haue been ſet and impoſed upon 
Gike occaſions, In all which by our indifferent carriage and modera- 
Hen 


tion we hope it will entdently appeare to all men of vnderftanding ; 
that as we hane not taken this courſe but pon iuit and neceſſarie 
occaſions, for the maintenance and preſernation of our Crowne and 
Dienitie , ſo hauewe had ſuch great care,not to diſcontent onr Sub- 
jects herein, that when all the ſaid new Impoſitions, ſhall be anſwe- 
red andpaied Unto Vs, the ſame together with the Subſidie of Poun- 
dage, will litle exceede that which ts already due vnto ws by the 
Statute, for the ſaid Snbjidie of Poundaze, made in the firi? yeare 
of our Raigae, if the ſame were daely anſwered and paide accor- 
ding to the true value of the Goods and Marchandizes meationed 
and compriſed in the ſaid Statate, unleſſe it be in ſuch Commodities 
as ſerne rather for delicacie and delight, then fer neceſſurie wſe. 
And that it may further appeare, that in theſe ou proccedings we 
had reſpedt unto that which is due vnto vs by the ſaid Statute, we 
han: cauſed all thoſe Commodities, which by the information of the 
Officers of cur Cnitomeswe found to be oner valued in the Booke of 
Rates for Subſizie, tobe [pared and exempted from all and euery the 
ſaid new Impoſitions. 

Knowe yce therefore, that for the conſiderations aforeſaid, 
and for diners other canſes to vs and our Conntell well knowne : 
We haze appointed and ordained, and we doe for vs, our Heires 
and Pang” 2 , appoint , ordaine and commannde by theſe pre- 
ſents, That there ſhall be for ener, from and after the nine and 
twentith day of September next enſuing after the date hereof, le- 
aied, taken and receined by way of Impoſition, now newly ſet, oner 
and beſides the Cuitomes, Subſidies, and other dneties heretofore 
due and payable unto ws, vpon all Marchanaizes, of whatſoeuer 
kinde, nature or qualitie, which from and after the ſaid nine and 
twentieth day of September next comming, ſhall be either brought 
from any part beyond the Seas into this our Realme of England, 
Dominion of Wales, and Towne or Port of Barwick, or into any 
of 1hem, or which ſhall be tranſportedand carried forth of the ſame 
our Realme of England, Dominion of Wales,and T owne or Port 
of Barwick, or ont of any of them, to any Forraigne parts by any 
perſon or perſons whatſoener, as well our Naturall borne Subiccts, 
as Denizons and Strangers, iuſt ſo much for the ſaid new Impeſt- 


tion, as hath been and i now anſwered and paidevnto vs for the 
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Subſudie of #he ſaid Marchandizes, and neither more nor teſſe: 
Frhether the ſame be ſuch Marchandizes as are rated in the ſaid 
Booke of Rates, or ſuch as are to be valued by the oath of the Owner 
of the ſame : Excepting ſuch Marchandizes onely, as in a Scedule 
hereunto annexed are expreſſed, which are either altozether freed 
and exempted from payment of any of the ſaid new Impoſitions, or 
elſe are appointed and ſet to pay the ſame inſuch proportion, as is ei- 
ther more os leſſe then the Subſidie payable for the ſame : as in the 
ſaide Scedule is more p_ , diitintthy , and at large expreſſed, 
Wherefore we doe by theſe preſents gine authoritie and power, 
and ave alſo ſiraightly charge and commaund you, that forthwith 
wpon thereceit hereof, you giue order, diretion and commaunde- 
went, vnto all Cufomers, Collefttors, Comptroflers, Surneyors, 
Searchers and other our Officers and Mini#ers of all and enery our 
Ports, Hauens, Creekes,and other places, where it ſhall be needfull, 
or to. ſuch other Perſon, or Perſons, 4s-you ſhall thinke fit to nomi- 
wate,appoint and anthoriſe for that purpoſe. That they, and enery 
of them, ſhall demaundt, leaie,and take, of all Enzliſhmen, Aliens, 
Denizons, and Strangers, and all and enery Perſon and Perſons 
whatſoeuer, which ſhall after the ſaid nine and twentieth day of 
September next comming ; conuey or bring intothis our Realme of 
England, Deminion of Wales, and Port or Towne of Barwick, 
or any of them : or which ſhall after the ſaid nine and twentieth day 
of September next enſuing, tranſport,or carrie forth, or cauſe to be 
tranſported, or carried forth of the ſame our Realme of England, 
Dominionof Wales, and Port or Towne of Barwick, or any of 
them.any Goods, Wares or Marchandizes whatſoener,cuen ſo much 
far,and by way of the ſaid new Impoſition, as hath been and is now 
anſwered and paide unto vs, for the Subſidie of the ſaid Marchan- 
dizes : whether the ſame be ſuch Marchandizes, as are rated inthe 
ſaid.Booke of Rates for Snbſidie, or ſuch a6 are 10 be valned by the 
oath of the Owner of the ſame: Excepting ſuch Marchandizes onely 
inthe ſaid Scedule hereunto annexed are particularly named and 
expreſſed,which are either altogether freed and exempted from pay- 
ing any of theſame new Impeſitions,. or are appointed and ſet 10 pay 
re ſame in proportion, more or tzſſe then the Subſidie payable for 
the ſame: 4s inand by the ſame Sceanle js mere particularly, ſeue- 
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rally, and at large expreſſed : unto which Scedule containing our 
fall and perfect meaning for and concerning the Commodities and 
Marchandizes therein namea, we wholly referre you, And that 
no Marchant, nor other Perſon or Perſons whatſoeuer, Denizon or 
Stranzer, ſhall by our ſaid Officers, be permitted to make entrie of 
any Goods, Wares or Marchandizes whatſoener, in any of our Cu- 
ſtomehouſes Inwaras, or Outward's, in any the Ports or places of our 
ſaid Realme and Dominions, except the ſard Marchants and other 
perſon and perſors,andenery of them reſpectiuely ſhall, and doe an- 
ſwere and pay vnto vs, the ſeuerall Impoſitions and ſommes of no- 
ney, by theſe preſents ſet and impoſed to be Lenied, Collected, and 
Receined, for , and to the wſe, of vs, our Heires and Succeſſors, 
won and for the ſame : por paine of our heauie indignation and 
tſpleaſure, and 25 ihey will anſwere the ſame at their Vitermo#t 
erils. 

And for the better maintenance and increaſe of Trade and 
Comerce,in all Forraigne Commoaities, we are gracionſly pleaſed, 
that enery Marchant naturally borne Subject, Denizon and Siran- 
ger which ſhall ſhippe and tranſport to the parts beyond the Seas, ei- 
ther by Cocquet as Marchandizes paying Snbſidie, or by Certificate 
as Marchandizes freed from payment of Subſidie, by vertne of our 
Letters of Printe Seale, bearing date the foure and twentieth day of 
September,in the ſecond yeare of our Ratgne of England, France, 
and Ircland,&c.. Any Forraiene Commodities, which hane been 
formerly brouzht into our ſaid Realme, and Dominions, and the 
new Impo#t now ſet, and ane for the ſame, beins firit payed and an- 
fwered inwards : either by himſelfe, or by any other Marchant : he 
[hall haue repaide vnto him by the Colleddor of the ſaid Impoſt In- 
wards, all ſuch ſomme and ſommes of money ,as were formerly paide 
for the ſaid Impoſt of the ſaid Marchanates, at or beforethe firſt 
landing of the ſame, vpon due proofe firſt made, by the ſaid Mar- 
chant by himſeiſe or others,both of thetrue payment of the ſaid Im- 
poſt Inwards, and alſo of the true Shipping and Trauſportias 4- 
gaine of the ſaid Marchandifes Outwards : which proofe ſhall be 

»:4de in manner and forme following that 510 ſay: Enery Mar- 
chant and other Perſon and Perſons (0 Shipping forth any For- 
razgne Commoalties, whereof the ſaid Impaſt hath bcen firſl paide 
B3 Inwards, 
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Inwards,ſhall bring to the Colleftor of the Subſidie outwards, a Cer- 
tificate from the Officers Inwards,who doe wſually make ſuch Certi- 

ficates,expreſiing both the quantitie and qualitie of the ſaid Goods, 

and alſo the day and time when the ſaid Impoſition was paide or 
compounaed for Tnwards, with the name or names of the CMar- 
chants that paide or componnatd for the ſame : vpon which Certifi- 
eate, the ſaid Collector outwards, his Comptrolier or Surueyor, ſhall 
fake the oath of the Marchant Owner thereof, if he be within the 
Realme, or if he be out of the Realme, then the oath of his knowne 
Fattor : That all the Gooa's mentroned,and contained in the ſaid 
Certificate, are Forraigne Commodities, and no Manufactures or 
natine Commodities of this Realme , and that the ſ1id Impaſition 
due for the ſame,was truely anſwered, paide,or compounatea for, at, 
or before the fir#t landing thereof. But if the Marchant or Factor 
cannot ſo take hu oath, becauſe the ſaid Goods were no: firſt brought 
1n,n0r the ſaid Impoſitions due for the ſame,paide by him : Then he 
ſhall procure the Marchant who firſt brow711t in the ſaid Goods, 
and paide the ſaide Impoſitions for the ſame, to makeproofe thereof” 
10 the ſaide Colleftor his Comptroller or Sarneyor, by his oath as a- 
foreſaid : (if he bewithin the Realme) or by the oath of his knowne 
Fattor, (if he be out of the Kingaome) or by ſuch other proofe for 
preuention of fraudulent pradtiſes, as to all the aforeſaide Officers 

[hall ſeeme reaſonable and connenient, vpon which proofe ox proofes 
ſo made reſpectiucly, as aforeſaid, by the ſaid Marchant, or Mar- 

chants, T he ſaid Collettor outwards, his Comptroller and Surneyor, 

or any two of them (whereof the Colleftor to be alwaies one) ſhall 
make a Certificate to the Colletor of the ſaid Impot Inwards, ex. 
preſſing the day of the Entrie, the Marchants name, the quantitie 
and qualitie of the Goods, the Shippe and Maiſters names, wherein 
the ſame goods ſhall be Shipped , and alſo for what Countrey they 
are to betranſported. And the Searcher ſhall alſo certifie under the 
ſaid Certificate, that all the ſaid Goods were ſhipped, the day when,
